TO THE CHATRMAN AND MEMBERS

Madam Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present the snnual Report for 1968 on the 
health of your District. 


The only infectious disease which occurred to any extent was 
Measles, 43 cases being notified. This is only one third of the 
number notified in 1967. Protection against this disease can now 
be given by a vaccine, and one would expect, as more children are 
immunised, that the epidemics of the past will be modified, as has 
been the case with Whooping Cough. 


The Death Rate of the area was 9.2 per thousand compared with 
11.9 for England and Wales. Heart disease was the largest single 
cause of death, followed by cancer in various forms and vascular 
lesions of the nervous system in that order. 


The Birth Rate was 18.1 per thousand compared with 16.9 for 
fingland and Wales. 


The population has, according to the Registrar General's 
estimate increased by 240 during the year. 


The Report of the Surveyor and Public Health Inspector is 
printed along with mine, and I should like to thank him and all 


the members of the Public Health staff for their helpful 
co-operation during the year.

I have pleasure in presenting my twenty fourth Annual Report 
on the work of the Department for the year 1968. 


There was no new major legislation during the year directly 
affecting the Department and routine work continued to be carried 
out. 


One problem which is worthy of mention and which is becoming 
more apparent and urgent in this and many other local authority 
areas, is the inability of brook courses to deal acequately with 
the increased rapid run-off of surface water from areas of 
development. In most instances, little or no maintenance or 
improvement work has been carried out to the streams and brooks 
for a great many years. \n investigntion is being made at County 
Council level and it is expected thet a report will be issued in 
early 1969. 


I would like to thank the Chairman of the Council, Chairmen 
of Committees and all Members of the Council for their support and 


interest and the members of staff for their continued help and 
co-operation during the year.

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SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


Long Whatton 


The extensions to the works have proved to be effective and 
satisfactory effluents continue to be produced. A certnrin amount 
of surcharging of short lengths of sewer is being experienced and 
will require further investigation. 


Kegworth 


The grass plots at these works have been operating since late 
spring and have proved to be effective in producing satisfactory 
effluents. 


Castle Donington 


The disposal works are now overloaded and as a result, planning 
restrictions have been imposed. A visit to the works by an Inspector 
of the Ministry has resulted in permission being given for the 
installation in the first instance, of grass plots for the treatment 
ef final effluent. It is anticipated that these will be in operation 
by the middle of 1969 and will provide an interim solution, pending 
implementation of the full extension scheme. 


Wilson 

Following the construction of the disposal works, most 
properties in the villsge have now been connected to the main sewers 
and the septic tanks dispensed with. 
Breedon-on—-the-Hill 

The automatic electric pumping machinery has now been installed, 
replacing the existing petrol engine. 
Belton 

We continued to have difficulty at these works, due in the 
main to the difficulty of sludge disposal. It is anticipated that 


if a sludge pressing plant is included in the extensions at Castle 
Donington, Sludge will be tankered from Belton to this plant. 
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REFUSI; COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 


The collection of domestic refuse has been maintained regularly 
throughout the district and there has been little cause for complaint 
during the year. 


The refuse incinerator continued to function efficiently and it 
has been possible to dispose of the resultant clinker on site, thus 
preserving the remaining small area of the controlled tip for the 
disposal of incombustible materials. <4 number of scrap motor vehicles 
have been received at the tip and disposed of, not without some 
difficulty, to scrap metal merchants. 


The problem of litter in the streets is still with us, despite 
the provision of an adequate number of litter bins, and the services 
of the street cleansing operative provided by the County Council 
under a joint scheme with the Rural District Council are much in 
demand. 


The collection of domestic refuse is carried out by the Council's 
three 18 cubic yard vehicles with the addition of two small trailers 
which are used in the collection from the Hast Midlands Airport. 


CARAVAN SITES AND CONTROL 
OF DEVELOPMENT BCT, 1960. 


Applications for licences to site caravans in accordance with 
the requirements of the Act were received during the year. The 
two private residential sites were maintained in good condition. 
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OFFICES, SHOPS AND

Work has continued in connection with the provisions of the 
above Act relating to offices and shops situate in the rural area.

Systematic surveys were made and treatments carried out at refuse 
tips, Sewage works and all properties in the ownership of the Council. 


Visits were made to premises on complaint and surveys and treatment 
for infestations carried out. 


One hundred and ninety five infestations were dealt with during the 
year and three hundred and six inspections carried out. 


HOUSING 


ft the end of the year there were two hundred and eighty five 
applicants on the lists for the tenancy of Council Houses and during 
that time eighty eight new applications were received. 


One hundred and twenty nine new houses were erected in the district, 


all by private enterprise. At the end of the year fifty nine houses were 
in course of erection, all by private enterprise. 
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BUILDING REGULATIONS, 1965. 


During the year three hundred and twenty six plans were submitted 
to the Council and approved in accordance with the provisions of the 
Building Regulations, 1965.

The number of applications received for planning permission was 
two hundred and four.
